One of Michigar’s best known 
trout streams will be subjected: 
to a comprehensive water quality 
survey by the State Water Re- 
sources Commission this week. 
A seven-man team will begin col- 
lecting samples from the upper 
AuSable River on Wednesday, Aug. 
17, it was announced to day by 
Lori ing F. Oeming, Commission ex- 
ecutive secretary. 

This 48-hour, around-the-clock 
survey includes collecting water 
samples from 23 stream locations, 
testing the content and measuring 
the volume of waste water (efflu-

Mio, a distance of some 58 river 
miles. Samples also will be taken 
from the” east, north and south 
branches of the AuSable. Approxi- 
mately 300 samples will be collect- 
ed and delivered ta the Commis- 
sion’ s Lansing laboratory for anal- 
ysis. 

In determining the river’s water 
quality the samples will be tested 
for the amount of dissolved oxy- 
gen present, the concentration of 
various chemical components, in-

Bureau To Aid 
Local Contractors 


A new license law going into ef- 
fect September 1, 1966 will regulate 
the procedure for licensing and 
bonding, according to Lenton G. 
Schulthorp. Director of the Depart- 
ment of Licensing and Regulation. 
for all Michigan contractors and 
builders 

Seulthorp explained, ‘Formerly 
only eight counties in the lower 
southeast corner of the state were 
affected by the law. Now, the entire 
state will be involved.” 

--Residential Builders. and. Con- 
tractors will be required to be li- 
censed and-bonded. The band pro- 
visions have been the great con- 
cern of the industry and to correct 
this problem the legislature, last 
March, enacted legislation provid- 
ing for a fairer determination by 
teh Board.”

local: contractors, the AuSable Re-
